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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1. Claims 1, 3-18, 20, 21, 23-36, 38, 39, 41-46, 48, 49, 51-65, 67 and 68 are allowed. 
Independent claims 16, 34 and 46 have been respectively amended to 

incorporate the allowable limitations of claims 22, 40 and 50, and thus, are allowable 
over the cited prior art for the reasons set forth in the Non-Final Rejection filed 28 
February 2006. 

Claims 17, 18, 20, 21, 23-33, 35, 36, 38, 39, 41-45, 48, 49 and 51-61 depend 
variously on claims 16, 34 and 46, and thus, are allowable over the cited prior art for at 
least the same reasons. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 2 and to 
incorporate the essence of the allowable limitations of claim 19. It is again noted that 
while the references depict a "support mechanism," there is simply no reason found in 
the prior art to embody the support mechanisms with three support elements. Thus, 
claim 1 is allowable over the cited prior art. 

Claims 3-15 depend on claim 1 , and thus, are allowable over the cited prior art 
for at least the same reasons. 

Claim 61 has been amended in a fashion necessitating the structure of claim 1 , 
and thus, is allowable over the cited prior art for at least the same reasons. 

Claims 63-65, 67 and 68 depend on claim 62, and thus, are allowable over the 
cited prior art for at least the same reasons. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
